Bolognn, liver sau 
rage, boiled ham, everybody 
knows. But try some new 
cold cuts now and then, such 
items 25 eervalet, thuringer, 
hard: and soft salami and sous¢ 
or head chicese. ° 


Work out pretty patterns 
with sausage rounds and foal 
tquares. For instance, on a big 
square platter arrange over: 
lapping square slices of cole 
cuts from loaves. In the centre, 
arrange a pinwheel made by 
culting in half two slices of 
bologna. and 2 slices of small 
salkeunl, ond arrange the hall 
slices olternately in on over. 
Ispping — circle. Garnish cocn 
corner of the platter with 
watercress sprigs.

Tho now House of Commons Debating Chambor, which. 
roplaces the one destroyed by bombs on the night of May 10, 
1941, is to be opened by the King tomorrow, and will como 
into full uso immediately afterwards. ‘ 


To the thousands of 
tourists who have visited 
the ,Houses of Parlinment 
this summer,. and to the 
Londgners coming and go- 
ing past Westminster. every 
day, the only sign of this 
rebuilding .of the centre of 
Britain's political life has 
been the appearance of one 
new four pointed tower of 
yellow stone amid the 
forest of pinnacles and 
towers which make up Par- 
Hament’s vast — building 


alongside the Thames. 

The Commons Chamber, like 
the companfon Chamber, of the 
Lords, is set right in to heart 

f—the-cight-rcre-block oft 
Uouses of Parhament. By an 
extraordinary chance it was the 
one part of the buildings to be 
completely destroyed in the 
bombing, us if the Nazis had 
deliberately set out to smash the 
heme, and symbol of the de- 
mocracy which they detested, 


SAME SITE 


The new building has been 
erected on the same eile ag the 
old, of which itis, in shape and 
style, largely a replica. When 
the wartime Parliament  dls- 
eussed tho rebuilding: of the 
Commons Chamber, come 
voices were raised in tavour of 
complete change, uni proposals 
were even made that Parlla- 
ment should be moved out of 
London to some place Iike St 
Albans in Hertfordshire, where, 
as it were, a British Versailles 
could be established. 

But the overwhelming weight 
of Parliamentary opinion, sup- 
ported by Mr Churchill as 
Prime Minister, favoured a re- 
storajion of the old rectangular 
Chamber, with Its five .rows of 
benches on cither side, from 
wthich Members can argue back 
and forth acros3 a narrow floor, 


“We shape our buildings, and 
in turn they shape us,” sald 
Mr Churchill {n this debate, and 
the view -was expres sed’ by 
many Members that this type 
ot Chamber, with its arguments 
“tacross the floo.” rather than by 
a speaker who mounts to a 
rostrum and addresses ae 
audience ‘yrduped.* In a fe:

fundamental aspect of Par- 
Mamentary .democracy — thal 


there are. at least two sides to 
every question, and that the tasic

The new Chamber will, like 
the old, have seats for only 
437 Members, or just over woe 
thirds of the total of 623, They 
will sit) once again-. on plain 
lenther-covered benches without 
desks on which to write, or 
chalr arms on which to lean. 
This is araln the outcomo of 
deliberate polley, 


Tho’ Chamber is kept small 
the tloor space is only 49 feet 
by 45 fect 6 inchos—beeause 
the greater part of the 
work of Jawmaking {3 dong not 
by all the House but by those 
relive teds—or prot —of Men 
bers who are partictlatly in- 
terested in a particul wr measure, 
so that on all but the greatest 
occasions there is ample room.

These figures, ond the

at all that o substantial part of 
this remarkable increaso Is duc 
to this cause nlonc—cases which 
would have been overlooked 
altogether years ago aro now 
dingnosed promptly. 


Steadily Aging 


One cause, at least, is 
established beyond doubt; It is 
that certain chemicals constantly 
applied to the body will in the 
course of Ume—generaly a 
matter of yenrs in the cnse of 
human beings—produce a can- 
ccrous growth, This knowledge 
is, indeed, of considerable 
antiquity, although It has only

No Ill Effects . 


The vast majority of smokers, +
